This  is  absolutely  not  the 
case;  these  seeds,  if  sown  with  ordinary  care,  are  just  as  good  for  Spring  sowing  as  they  were 
in  the  Fall,  the  only  difference  being  that  instead  of  germinating  in  10  days  it  might  take 
them  3  or  4  weeks.  We  sow  many  ounces  as  late  as  April  15th;  30  days  later  we  have  a  beauti¬ 
ful  stand  of  tens  of  thousands  of  seedlings,  the  long  rows  looking  like  a  wide  green  ribbon.
